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Financial Support for 
full-time students 

Student Finance for September 2018 


For full-time students starting at the University Centre at Blackburn College (UCBC) in 

September 2018 fees are £8,250 a year. 

For students studying an Honours Degree with Foundation Entry, first year fees are 
charged at £3,900 in the first year only before reverting to £8,250 a year for years 2, 3 
and 4.* 

For students studying a degree with Industry Year, fees equivalent to 10% (£825) of 
the standard fee will be charged for the Industry Year. This is for Year 3 of the 4 year 
degree only. 

Students on our full-time PGCE (Education and Training) will be charged £6,000. 


Finance to pay your fees 


Tuition Fee Loan 


A Tuition Fee Loan is available from Student Finance England to cover the full cost of your fees. This 
loan covers the cost of being taught at the University Centre at Blackburn College. The loan is paid 
directly to University Centre at Blackburn College. You can.get a Tuition Fee Loan to cover the full 
amount of your fees - or part of the tuition fees if you already have some money you wish to put 
towards your fees. The ability to get a Tuition Fee Loan doesn’t depend on your household income, 
but there are other eligibility criteria, such as not having undertaken a degree already. UK or EU full¬ 
time students can apply for a Tuition Fee Loan. For more information about repaying this loan, see

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Finance to support you while studying 

You are also eligible for additional support from Student Finance England while you are 
studying. The loans you get will be paid in 3 instalments throughout each year of study. 
Your payment schedule will tell you what dates you are getting paid. This will be sent 
directly to your bank.

Maintenance Loan Extra Support 


You can apply for a Maintenance Loan up to 
a maximum of £8,700 for each year of study. 
This loan is to help you with additional costs. 
of studying - eg. books, equipment and day 
to day living costs. Loans of up to £7,324 per 
year are available if you study at UCBC and live 
in your parental home, or £8,700 for students 
living elsewhere. These are-to help with your 
living costs while you are at University (things like 
accommodation and food) and are paid directly 
into your bank account. 

35% of the Maintenance Loan is ‘means tested’ 
- depending on your household income. 65% of 
the amount is not means tested. 

You do not have to pay back your Student 
Loans until you have finished your course and 
are earning over £25,000 a year. 


You may get extra Maintenance Loan to help 
towards living costs if you: 

are a lone parent 

have a partner who is also a full-time 
student and have a financially dependent 
child 

□ qualify for the disability premium or have 
been treated as incapable of work for more 
than 28 weeks 

You must be a full-time student to receive this 
support. 
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Grants 

Parents’ Learning Allowance 

The amount you get will depend on your 
household income. For 2018/19, the maximum 

is £1,669 a year. 


You can apply if you: 

are a full-time student 

have dependent children under 15 and 
they Ye in childcare that qualifies for 
the grant (eg. your childcare provider is 
Ofsted registered) 

have dependent children under 17 with 
special needs and they Ye in childcare 
that qualifies for the grant (eg. your 
childcare provider is Ofsted registered). 

Please note: If you, or your spouse or partner, get the childcare element of the Working Tax Credit or 
Childcare Vouchers, you will not be able to get the Childcare Grant as well. Not all types of childcare 
qualify for the Childcare Grant. Your childcare provider also needs to be registered with Ofsted or 
local authority. 


The Parents’ Learning Allowance can help pay 
for course-related costs for full-time students 
with children. It is non-repayable. 


Childcare Grant 

The Childcare Grant is to help full-time students 
with the cost of childcare during term times and 
holidays. It is non-repayable and covers up to 
85% of childcare costs. You will be liable for the 
remaining childcare costs. 

How much you get depends on your partner’s 
income and the actual costs of your childcare. 


Up to £164.70 1 child 

Up to £282.36 2 or more children 


Adult Dependants’ Grant 

The Adult Dependants’ Grant could provide 
extra financial help if you are a full-time higher 
education student with an adult who depends 
on you financially. St is non-repayable. 

An adult dependant can include a partner 
(including a partner of the same sex), or another 
adult who depends on you financially and whose 


income is less than £3,796 per year. 

This will usually be a member of your family, but 
you can’t count grown-up sons or daughters as 
adult dependants. 

For 2018/19, the maximum you can receive is 
around £2,925 a year. 


How to apply for loans and grants 


You do this by visiting www.gov.uk/apply-online-for-student-finance 


You can start applying for Student Finance around 7 months before the start of your course or your 
next year of study. Even if you still haven’t decided what your first choice of University will be, do not 
delay applying for Student Finance. In this case, apply for Student Finance based on what you think 
might be your first choice of University. If this changes later in the year you will be able to amend your 
application for Student Finance. 
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Repayment of loans 

You will only start to repay your Tuition Fee Loan and Maintenance Loan after you have left 
University Centre at Blackburn College and are earning over £25,000 a year. 

You will only start repaying in the April after you leave, even if you already earn over £25,000. 

The amount that you will pay back is based on the amount you earn - not on the amount 
you have borrowed. 


How much will I have to repay? 


The table below helps show how much you need to repay.

Remember - you pay nothing upfront and repayments are small. If for any reason you stop 
earning over £25,000 then you will stop paying your loan repayments. This applies to both full and 
part time student loans. 


How do I repay my loan? 

Your repayments will be taken out of your salary at the same time as tax and National Insurance if 
you’re an employee. Your payslips will show how much has been deducted. 


If you’re self-employed, HM Revenue and Customs (HMRC) will work out how much you pay from 
your tax return. You will then pay back the amount you owe at the same time as you pay your tax. 
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Up to £1,000 Financial 
Support Package 


This is unique to students enrolling at the University Centre at Blackburn 
College and comprises of a £500 Study Bonus for full-time undergraduate 
students and up to £500 from our Access to Success Fund.

£500 Study Bonus for full-time students 


Full time undergraduate students will be offered a bonus worth £500 
provided they meet initial and continuing eligibility requirements. 



To be initially eligible, you must meet the following criteria: 

Satisfy the attendance criteria of 90% attendance or above 

Be a full-time HE student in 2018/19 paying fees above the 
basic full time fee level (£6,000 for 2018/19)

Up to £500 Student Success Fund 

The Access to Success Fund is a fund that students can apply to (via one or .multiple applications) in 
order to receive a grant of up to £500* per year. 


The funding can be used for: 

□ Trips to support learning and general support 
to meet other financial costs 
] Purchasing specialist equipment for your 
subject area 

Travel costs to and from work placements 


□ Books and Stationery 

□ IT Equipment 

: Activities to support your learning (e.g. conference 
attendance/mentoring opportunities etc.) 


The fund will open for applications on 1 st November and close either on 31 st May or when the fund 
is fully spent, whichever occurs sooner. The fund will therefore be allocated on a first come, first 

served’ basis. 


In order to be successful in your application for the Access to Success Fund grant you must meet 
certain criteria.

Financial Support for 
part-time students 

Fees for part-time students 

if-you wish to commence studying a part-time Higher Education course in September 2018, you will be 
charged per module. The price charged for each module depends on the number of credits that your 
module is worth to your overall qualification. This could mean you pay more for some modules than you 
do for others. The vast majority of modules at UCBC are 15 Credit modules - the standard price that 
students pay per module at UCBC is therefore £806. This fee is subject to change. For reference, part- 
time fees for different module sizes are shown in the table below:

What Student Finance is 

Students beginning their part-time University 
course will not have to pay any tuition fees up 
front and will instead be able to apply for a Tuition 
Fee Loan (see page 2). To qualify for a Tuition Fee 
Loan for a course here at the University Centre 
at Blackburn College (UCBC), you need to have 
lived in the UK for the last 3 years and have right 
of abode. You will not be eligible if you have a 
qualification at an equivalent level, e.g. if you 
already possess an Honours degree. 

The Tuition Fee Loan will cover the full cost of all 
part-time courses that are eligible for funding. It is 
paid directly to the University Centre.

Disabled Students’ Allowance 


As a Higher Education student living in England, 
you can apply for a Disabled Students’ 
Allowance (DSA) if you have a disability, 
including a: 

long-term health condition 

mental health condition 

specific learning difficulty, eg. dyslexia. 

You must meet the definition of disability under 
the Equality Act 2010. The support you get 
depends on your individual needs and not on 
income. 


Disabled Students’ Allowances (DSAs) are paid 
on top of your other student finance. They help 
you pay the extra costs you may have because 
of your disability. They don’t have to be repaid. 

How much you get depends on your individual 
needs - not your household income. Disabled 
Students’ Allowances are not paid to you 
directly, but are paid to the support, training or 
equipment provider.
